The ‘chilling children’ dressed 
in black started the show with this rhyme, the basis for the entire play, Ten Little 
Indians, and each character was killed in various ways according to this rhyme. 
Agatha Christie's suspense classic had deaths including an ax in the back and 
violent choking scenes.

Unique roles, 
however, such as Harry and Helene from Who Am I This Time? may be necessary to pull them out of their 
Shells . . . and into the hearts of their characters.

NEWT: (In strong reply) I want a comparison. 

HARRY: (Shortly) Right. (To Helene) All right, Julie? (With mock servility. In character) Miss Julie. 
HELENE: (In character) No need to call me "Miss" now. Not after what's happened. 

HARRY: (Considering an instant, then turning to Newt) I want something I can throw. 

NEWT: What? 

HARRY: Something representing the authority of the Count. 

NEWT: In the script, you kick over his boots. 

HARRY: Notenough. I'm throwing servitude out of my life. (Turns chair around) The Count's coat is over 
his chair - maybe a little ribbon in the lapel - when referring to her father, Julie can nod toward the coat on 
the chair. It becomes the Count. (Backing away from it) Okay, baby - go! 

HELENE: (Glancing at script) Please - tell me this is important to you, too. And - hold me. Hold me! 
HARRY: Not here. Not in this house. Not when the Count can rings for me to come polish his boots. 
HELENE: (Reading) That doesn't matter. Not any more. 

HARRY: (Turning to chair) Not any more. (Picking up chair) You don't matter any more - (Tossing it away. 
Contemptuously) Count! 

HELENE: We'll go away. Start a life somewhere else. We could... 

HARRY: (Reading) That takes money. Have you got money? (As she shakes her head. Impatiently) We'll 
get it somewhere. Take it! 

HELENE: (Reading: with horror) Take it? 

HARRY: (Sneering) Don't be superior - Miss Julie. (Encouraging) Come down to my level and then I'll 
lift us both up. 

HELENE: (Remembering the lines she read before, but this time doing them with effective emotion) What 
fiend made me think you handsome? Was it the appeal of strength to someone who needs strength? Or could 
it be love? Could it be that? Do you have any idea what I'm talking about? Do you know what it is to love? 
HARRY: (Sneering and sure of himself, he puts his arm around her possessively) What it is to love - (As 
he's about to kiss her, Newt decides this is enough) 

NEWT: Okay! That's it! 

HARRY: (Holds Helene another instant, then moves her away) Okay. 

NEWT: No need to go on. 

HARRY: (Hard) Do I get the part or don't I? 

NEWT: You'll do. 

HARRY: You better believe it. (To Helene) See you at rehearsal, Juliie. (As he starts right, he comes to 
the tipped-over chair, moving it aside scornfully) Out of my way, Count. (And he goes off right, leaving

Experts give their advice

The butterflies fly frantically in your stomach as you carefully approach the vast 


and empty stage. The curtain slowly draws back; suddenly you freeze when you 
realize the penetrating gazes of hundreds of frightening creatures await your failure. 
This is the worst nightmare of many students who perform, but the participants of 
the Talent and Fashion shows share their secrets of success. A model for the Prom 
'93 Fashion Show, senior Tia Sheffield feels that the secret is experience. She even 
recommends practicing in front of a "guinea pig" audience such as parents, close 
relatives, or other friends a person can trust to give an honest opinion of the 
performance. Sheffield states her third piece of advice with emphasis, "If you mess 
up, keep going. The audience won't notice if you don't make a big deal out of it." 
Freshman Gerald Jackson, all-around winner of the Talent Show, bases his 
ultimate achievement on his ability to express himself through his performances. 
Anytime he is in front of a crowd, he shows them a little more of his personality 
through his winning talent. Jackson feels that the most important factor that a 
performer needs to remember is to never forget about the audience, "When I feel like 
I'm losing an audience's attention, I try to do something to grab it. If I'm boring 
myself, I know I'm boring the audience." Another champion of the talent show, 
junior Angie Cassada disagrees. Her advice to others is to refrain from concentrat- 
ing on anyone else in the audience. She believes that is the most effective way to 
calm a performer's nerves. Cassada also stresses the importance of a relaxed stage 
presence when she explains, "You need to enjoy yourself for others to enjoy you. 
You have to be on stage doing something that you love to do in order to put that 
feeling into your actions." While there are many different solutions, performers 
agree that the cure for combating stage fright lies in yourself. Through determina- 
tion and a positive attitude, the factors that cause such intimidation can finally be
